The Pall M all Gazette says: The 
last stroke against the ultram ontanes 
in Prussia is the proposed Act, print­ 
ed on the 10th of A pril, for rescinding 
that part of the constitutional law of 
the kingdom which allows each relig­ 
ious denom iuation the independent 
m anagem ent of its own proper church 
aflairs. The wording is of a peculiar­ 
ly sententious brevity, the bill consist­ 
ing of but a single clause, which sim ­ 
ply enacts th a t "A rticles 15, 16 and 
18 of the constitution Proclam ation of 
the 31st of January, 1820, are rescind­ 
ed. The settlem ent of the privileges 
of the 
Catholic 
and Evangelical 
churches, as also of other religous so­ 
cieties w ithin the State, are regulated 
by State law. "The preamble, howev­ 
er, is a lengthy document, draw n up 
tojustify the large measure put into 
this narrow compass. It is hardly 
necessary to recite the term s in full, 
but the 
general 
argum ent 
seems 
throughout th at the governm ent has 
been hitherto m et in all its endeavors 
to put bounds to the attem pts of the 
bishops to exceed their lawful author­ 
ity by the assertion th at its acts were 
unconstitutional. E ven the law pas­ 
sed in 1873, designed especially to de­ 
fine and m ake clear the supremency 
of the State, and to bring Its rights 
home universally and clearly, has 
been attacked in the Landtag and the 
press as contrary to the nam ed clau­ 
ses of the constitution. 
Such a situa­ 
tion, it is affirmed, would be in any 
S tate intolerable; and hence it has be­ 
come an unavoidable duty to put an 
end to it decisively and speedily. 
Since special legislation cannot be re­ 
lied on any longer for regulating the 
conditions of Church and State, all 
all such laws being open to this mis­ 
construction, an alteration of the 
Constitution itself m ust be employed. 
"Such a preceding is one all the less to 
be shrunk from, since the legislative 
power needs free course in order to se­ 
cure the State under all circum stan­ 
ces against the clergy, which, at the 
instigation of Rome, despises and at­ 
tacks its supremency, and in so doing 
even im perils it.” 
From all which 
and m uch more to the same purpose, 
it may be gathered th a t the Prussean 
G overnm ent either is not, or feigns 
i not to be, at all satisfied with the ad ­ 
vantages hitherto 
gam ed under the 
; Falok laws.
